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THE LIFE-AND 
DEATH-OF MONEY 

From conception to buri- 
al here's the journey of a 
typical dollar bill: 


BIRTH 

The Federal Reserve 
Board determines an- 
nually how many bilfs to 
put into circulation and 
orders them from the 
Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. Some 31 billion 
bank notes are in circula- 
tion, almost one-third of 
them singles, US, paper 
currency is made of a du- 
rable blend of 75 percent 
cotton and 25 percent 
linen. The Fed issues the 
bills to its 12 banks, which 
make them available to 
depository institutions, 
such as commercial 
banks. 


LIFE 

Dollar bills pass through 
an unknown number of 
hands until they make 
their way back into the 
Fed system, through 
regular deposits by com- 
mercial banks. For dol- 
lar bills, that happens 
about 1.3 times a 
year. The bills go 
through a ma-

DEATH 

Improvements in sen- 
sors that don’t penalize 
dollars for being dog- 
eared, for example, have 
drastically decreased the 
percentage destroyed, 
from 46 percent in 1989. 
Bad bills are shredded 
and used to make coun- 
tertops. compost for 
landscaping and insula- 
tion for buildings, with 
the excess serving as 
landfill.

Spit crisp and slick from the ATM, he slides in 
and out of wallets, waiters’ aprons, beggars’ cof- 
fee cups, deli cash registers, the pockets of teens’ 
jeans. 

Countless anonymous fingers have fondled 
that buck of yours, now creased and worn, grayed 
edges tearing— and not just fingers. Let’s not for- 
get the rolled-up bills tickling nostrils. Or how 
strippers earn their keep. 

You’d think the widespread use of debit cards 
might curb our exchange of cash and the who- 
knows-what clinging to it. But although the 
Federal Reserve Board does not track 
how many times a dollar changes 
hands, it reports healthy growth 
in the circulation of the dollar 
bill, the most ubiquitous bank 
note, up to 9.8 billion now, 
from 7.8 billion 10 years ago. 

Suggestions to replace the 
dollar bill with a dollar coin, 
which the Government Ac- 
countability Office says would 
save the government S5.5 billion 
over 30 years because coins last lon- 
ger, have been as unsuccessful as plastic 
in reducing bill usage. 

So the dollar bill soldiers on. As do the germs 
hitching a ride. 

In a 2002 study published in the Southern 
Medical Journal, researchers at Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base in Ohio found that 94 percent of 
the 68 bills tested were contaminated with bac- 
teria, much of it benign. But 7 percent harbored

dangerous pathogens, including Kleb- 
siella pneumoniae, which can cause 
infections such as pneumonia, and 
Staphylococcus aureus, which can 
cause skin and other infections. 

Other experiments have found 
the fecal bacteria E, coli. 

Bacteria can last for varying 
lengths— from a few hours to 
a few weeks— on dry surfaces. 

Viruses usually don’t. 

But in a Swiss study published 
in 2008 in the journal Applied and 
Environmental Microbiol- 
ogy, researchers found 
that influenza viruses 
can survive from one 
hour to two days on 
a Swiss franc, and if 
accompanied by mu- 
cus —ever wiped your 
nose before handing 
over a bill?— infectioiis- 
ness can last up to 17 days. 
Sweat, moisture, humid- 
ity and other variables in how 
cash is stored and transferred can 
affect contamination. Consider the hot 
dog vendor, hands juggling wet sodas, beef and 
condiment containers then stashing damp dolbr 
bills into a dank, dark apron, said Philip TTemo, 
director of clinical microbiology and immunology 
at New \brk University Langone Medical Center. 

Said Tlerno, author of “TTie Secret Life of 
Germs:” “Paper money is a good conduit of 
germs.”

Even freelancers 
need co-workers 


Paul McCartney once 
asked in the classic 
Beatles song “Eleanor 
Rigby” where all the 
lonely people came 
from. Well, rock star, 
here's your answer: 
'I'hey're freelancers. 

Buzzwords such 
as “freedom” and 
“flexibility” often are 
used to glowingly de- 
scribe the emerging 
“freelance economy” 
made up of journal- 
ists, photographers, 
consultants, graphic designers and others, 
but what gets lost in the hype of this trend is 
the abject isolation of working from home. 

It ain’t easy to replace the social benefits of 
office life. 

There are a lot of us lonely people these 
days. According to a 2005 report by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, more than 
10 million workers in the U.S. were classified 
as independent contractors— about 
7.4 percent of the workforce— and that num- 
ber was expected to rise through 2018. (The 
bureau hasn’t counted independent workers 
since that study, but you only have to look 
to the nearest Starbucks to see how fast our 
numbers are growing.) 

Faced with another year of striking up 
conversations with the inanimate objects ly- 
ing aroimd my apartment, I decided to make 
it my New^ar’s resolution to do something 
about it: I created the Chicago Freelanc- 
ers Guild of Booze, a goofily named group 
designed for myself and my fellow social inva- 
lids to have a few beers and chit-chat. 

Not that I’m bashing the freelance 
lifestyle. I admit, spending the workday 
clad only in my boxer-briefs or microplush 
bathrobe is a nice perk. (Take that, business- 
casual!) But we freelancers also don’t get 
invitations to after-work happy hours or 
booze-soaked Christmas parties. Nobody 


brings devil’s food cake to our desks on our 
birthdays. 

Instead, the freelancer’s water cooler 
surrogate is Facebook and Twitter— which is 
a poor substitute when it means more time 
spent peering slack-jawed into our laptops 
and smartphones.

Sure, our 
first meetup was a little awkward at first— 
especially because most of us are used to 
making jokes that include hashtags and “like” 
buttons. The five of us piHng into a photo 
booth, clown car-style, didn’t quite work out, 
either. 

But I’m sure I’m not alone in saying that it 
was a cathartic experience having a workday 
that meant lots of laughs and a forum in 
which we could complain about the pain of 
invoicing or the outrageous cost of health 
insurance. 

Just because you are your own boss doesn’t 
mean you can’t have your own version of 
co-workers. There are freelancers all around 
us, especially in a city Like Chicago. Just reach 
out and connect.

REDEYE 

Beyond the Apple-induced glow of the 
North/Clybourn Red Line station sits an 
oasis. 

Large and utterly forgettable from the 
outside, Joe’s Bar on Weed Street could be 
any other crowded sports bar on a Friday 
night. If you could just ignore the cowboy 
hats. 

With patrons in plaid shirts, cowboy 
boots and hats (required dress for cover- 
free admission on “Country Fridays”), Joe’s 
may seem out of place in the city— but it’s 
packed. Sold out, even. People drive miles, 
or walk blocks, for the one thing it offers 
that few other venues in the city will touch: 
country music. 

Despite widespread popularity nationally 
and in Chicago, the genre doesn’t get much 
love in the city, where people mock its rural 
ways and many venues sidestep it in favor of 
live pop, rock and hip-hop acts. 

Joe’s, which has twice been named the 
Academy of Country Music’s nightclub of 
the year, is one of only a few places where 
fans can catch a big-name act outside of a 
stadium show or organized bus trip to the 
’burbs. Fans are especially out of luck this 
month when the likes of Rascal Flatts and 
Sara Evans, Glen Campbell and Lady Ante- 
bellum all will blow past Chicago for points 
downs t ate. 

Nina Lewis, 27, of Lincoln Park, practi- 
cally had to beg her friend Stacey Roline, 27, 
to join her at Joe’s on a recent Friday to catch 
a country act. 

“I just don’t listen {to country},” said 
Roline, of Lincoln Park. “The songs all just 
sound like sad love songs— it’s hard to relate 
to.” 

There’s a lot about modern country that 
doesn’t exactly scream “Chicago.” Hit scan 
on the radio and you’ll likely turn up Luke 
Bryan singing about girls dancing in pickup 


trucks, ‘American Idol” winner Carrie Un- 
derwood warning of cowboy Casanovas and 
Jason Aldean musing on mud tires— no th- 
ing you’re likely to run into in the Loop. But 
country fans maintain there’s more to the 
music than meets the ear. 

‘A lot of songs may have rural undertones, 
but several focus on love, heartbreak, fam- 
ily-themes that almost everyone can re- 
late to,” said Chicago writer Sara Rose, who 
works for countrymusicchicago.com. 

Take Lewis, who doesn’t mind that her 
friends tease her for her musical tastes. 

“Maybe I don’t relate to a lot of the songs, 
but the ones about being 17 again, partying 
on Labor Day weekend, going to the lake — I 
love those.” 

Still, Chicago venues used to bringing in 
big crowds for rock shows or dance nights 
are hesitant. 

“I think country artists tend to play in 
the suburbs because most venues in the 
city are afraid to book country artists,” said 
Joei Bush, a booking intern at Reggies Rock 
Club on the South Side, which mainly books 
rock and hip-hop, along with the occasional 
bluegrass act. “They’re afraid it will be a 
waste of time and money” 

While Reggies likely won’t be bringing 
in a pop country act anytime soon, music 
booker Brendan Joyce admits it’s because 
he just isn’t familiar with the genre. Instead, 
Reggies focuses on more accessible sub- 
genres— southern rock or bluegrass— when 
the club is looking for something with a 


little more twang. 

A small but growing number of bars and 
restaurants in Chicago are trying to appeal 
to born-and-bred country fans and the re- 
cently converted. Bars such as The Pony in 
Lakeview and Houndstooth in Wrigleyville 
host country crowds with themed music 
nights. 

More than 100 fans regularly pile into 
buses that take them from The Pony to 
country concerts outside of town. 

Even downtown Chicago restaurants 
aren’t immune. Businessmen Jerrod and RJ 
Melman (the names behind Lettuce Enter- 
tain You hot spots such as Paris Club and 
Hub 51) count themselves as Chicago coun- 
try fans and plan to open a country-western 
bar, complete with southern-inspired dish- 
es and barbecue, in River North later this 
year. 

“[Former Bears player] Greg Olsen start- 
ed getting us into [country music},” RJ Mel- 
man said. “I listen to a lot on satellite radio 
and love Darius Rucker.” 

Despite a lack of music venues in the city 
Chicago country fans remain loyal. For Billy 
Smothers, 29, no drive is too long to hear his 
favorite artists. 

“This stuff is just in my blood,” said 
Smothers, 29, who drives up from suburban 
Justice to don his Kenny Chesney-esque 
straw cowboy hat at Joe’s. “My dad’s from 
the South and I’ve grown up with country 
music. It’s in my blood and I love it.”

Must-see TV? 


Drew Peterson might watch 
movie, though not everyone 
invoived in the case wiii

Rob Lowe will sport a graying mustache when he 
plays Drew Peterson in a made-for-TV-movie air- 
ing across America on Lifetime this weekend, but 
the real Drew Peterson has his work cut out for 
him if he wants to smirk along with the perfor- 
mance. 

His pod at the Will County Detention Center, 
where the retired Bolingbrook police sergeant 
has been held since his 2009 arrest, has only six 
TVs, and they all are turned to the same channel. 
The on-duty officer wields the remote control but 
takes suggestions from inmates, a sheriff’s spokes- 
woman said. 

Persuading the inmates to skip the Bulls game 
Saturday night in order to catch “Drew Peter- 
son: Untouchable” may be a tough sell. But jail 
officials said it’s possible Peterson will have the 
singular experience of watching Lowe re-enact 
five years that ended with him locked up on 
$20 million bail. 

“Drew finds the whole thing humorous,” Peter- 
son defense attorney Joel Brodsky said. “If it’s on 
TV that night. I’m sure he’ll watch it.” 

In fact, most of the key players in the Peterson 
saga plan to tune in to the made-for-TV movie, 
which depicts him as a controlling womanizer 
who killed his third wife, Kathleen Savio, and 
caused his fourth wife, Stacy, to disappear. 

Prosecutors will watch, and so will the defense 
team. “It’s not going to have any impact whatsoev- 
er on the prosecution of the case,” state’s attorney 
spokesman Charles Pclkic said.

Stacy Peterson’s family plans to watch at a 
Bolingbrook hotel, the same one where Peterson 
met and began an affair with her when she was 17. 

“If the movie generates a new lead or a tip, then 
something positive will have come of this,” fam- 
ily spokeswoman Pam Bosco said, “hither way, it 
won’t be entertainment for us.” 

Savio’s sister Sue Doman, however, said she has 
no desire to see “Un touchable.” She plans to watch 
something else in her bedroom while her husband 
views it in the family room of their Rock ford-area 
home. They already have agreed not to discuss the 
movie after he watches it, she said. 

“It’s just too painful to relive everything,” she 
said. “It angers me that Drew keeps getting all 
this attention. I know he loves it, but there are 
two women who are no longer with their children. 
This is a family tragedy, not someone’s Saturday 
night entertainment.” 

Brodsky, who has viewed an advance copy, calls 
the movie a “fairy tale” and has a list of all its in- 
accuracies, including a jumbled timeline and fab- 
ricated conversations. Even Lowe’s Grabowski- 
esque impression of Peterson misses the mark, he 
said. 

Added together, Brodsky said he believes the 
Lifetime movie could force Peterson’s murder 
case to be moved out of Will County. 

“We’re going to have to look at the ratings, but 
I am not sure how he could get a fair trial after this 
airs,” Brodsky said. “I’m certain we’re going to ask 
for a change of venue,”

Ward remapping foes 
promise chafienge

Less than two hours after putting the finish- 
ing touches on a new map of the city’s 50 
wards, the City Council approved it over 
the vehement objections of some aldermen 
whose political futures are imperiled by the 
redrawn boundaries. 

The vote was 41-8, a strong enough major- 
ity to avoid putting dueling maps before vot- 
ers in an election. 

But the lopsided approval of the map does 
not avoid the possibility of a lawsuit, which 
several aldermen said was inevitable. 

At issue were the different population siz- 
es, with some South Side wards having more 
than 4,000 fewer constituents than their 
North Side counterparts. Some aldermen said 
those deviations violated the one-man, one- 
vote principle. 

Aid. Robert Fiore tti (2nd), whose ward was 
shifted from south and west of the Loop to a 
ribbon-shaped area south and west of Lincoln 
Park, decried what he called an unnecessary 
rush. There’s no city election under the new 


boundaries until 2015. 

An attempt by Fioretti and Aid. Nicholas 
Sposato (36th) to invoke a routine delay of 
the vote, in part to give the public a chance to 
review it, was outflanked by a parliamentary 
maneuver. 

At one point before the meeting, Fioretti 
yelled at Maria Guerra, who works in Mayor 
Emanuel’s Department of Intergovernmental 
Affairs, as she explained the impending ma- 
neuver to him. 

“Don’t people have a right to see this?” he 
asked afterward. 

But Aid. Richard Mell (33rd) who headed up 
the remap effort, and Aid. Patrick O’Connor 
(40th) the mayor’s floor leader, said the map 
was “99 percent” the same as the so-called 
Map for a Better Chicago presented at four 
public hearings in the past week. 

O’Connor said the final map had been in 
the works for as long as it took to paint the 
Sistine Chapel. 

Mell also said the “map could withstand a 
challenge.”

More drama on the GOP trail 


DEBATE DETAILS 

Former Sen. Rick Santorum played aggressor 
for much of Thursday’s debate, struggling to 
inject himself into what seemed increasingly 
like a two-way race with less than 48 hours 
remaining until the South Carolina polls open 
Saturday. He accused Newt Gingrich and Mitt 
Romney of “playing footsies with the left’’ 
when it came to health care. Both men re- 
jected the allegations. 


D CHARLESTON, S.C. Put the champagne 
on ice. Hold the coronation. 

Mitt Romney’s hopes of quickly clinching 
the Republican presidential nomination may 
be fading. He now finds himself facing a very 
tough fight with Newt Gingrich, a man he 
thought he’d buried back in Iowa. 

Gingrich could stumble again, his personal 
flaws underscored anew Thursday when his 
second wife broke a long silence to tell how he 
wanted to have an open marriage so he could 
maintain an extramarital relationship with the 
woman who eventually became his third wife. 

But Gingrich has risen from the political 
graveyard twice already this campaign, proving 
he has enough presence, particularly in tele- 
vised debates, to escape oblivion. And Romney 


this week is facing enough questions— about 
his wealth and taxes, about his support among 
conservatives, about his inevitability— that he 
looks ripe for a longer challenge. 

All the bad news for Romney came to a head 
Thursday as he huddled in a Charleston hotel 
preparing for an evening debate. 

First, Romney found out that he did not win 
the Iowa caucuses after all. 

The former governor of Massachusetts had 
come into South Carolina looking like the first 
non-incumbent ever to win both Iowa and New 
Hampshire. Romney’s always planned for a coast- 
to-coast fight for the nomination— a la Barack 
Obama in 2008. But he hoped a win in South 
Carolina would give him an incredible three- 
state sweep and with it an aura of invincibility 


Then Texas Gov Rick Perry dropped out 
of the race Thursday, throwing his support to 
Gingrich. Next, new polls revealed that Rom- 
ney is losing ground fast to the suddenly re-en- 
ergized Gingrich, the former House speaker.

773- S 71-3474), owned by a trio of 
Boston-area brothers, has been whipping up 
fried shrimp and lobster bisque since the fall.

For the past six years, he’s offered a res- 
ervations- oniy Friday night supper ciub at his 
seafood store, and he’s made in -market dining 
a permanent fixture with Weiifieet. It’s currentiy 
open for iunch. with private parties at night and 
dinner service to be added at a iater date.

Jeff Mazza and his brother Robert moved to 
Chicago to open a locai outpost of their famiiy- 
run.

They’d originally planned to 
offer oniy wholesale fish and a smaii market 
with some light fare TButl we found nice space 
that was bigger, so we put more tables in.’' Jeff 
Mazza said. Shoppers can choose from the se- 
lection of seafood fiown in daiiy from the East 
Coast much of which a iso is available on the 
eatery’s menu.

This week’s opening menu included a pizza 
topped with house-cured salmon ($16) and 
clam chowder ($5 per cup, $8 per bowl). Dugan 
said he and chef Cody Butler, who’s logged 
time at Boiler Room in Logan Square and res- 
taurants in Philadelphia and New York, have 
come up with hundreds of options for future 
weeks. “[Periodically], we’ll pick a handful of 
items and say. These are fresh, let’s do this with 
it,’ ’’ Dugan said. 

New England Seafood Company 

Meals are served in red plastic baskets lined 
with parchment paper or red-and-white-check- 
ered paper boxes. The lobster roll ($16.95), 
made with bread shipped from Boston, is a top 
seller. See a lobster you like? You can select 
one for a lobster boil dinner, paired with corn 
on the cob, chowder, potatoes, butter and a bib 
($22.95-$32.95 with a 1- to 1.5-pound lobster). 
The eatery also offers haddock, served fried 
or baked with a crumbled Ritz cracker topping 
($17.95), inspired by Mama Mazza’s recipe.

Dugan said Wellfleet has “a Brooklyn fish mar- 
ket in the ’40s or ’50s’’ vibe, featuring white tile 
floors and taxidermied fish on the walls. Diners 
can sit at beachwood tables or the stainless 
steel counter. “We wanted to offer enough seat- 
ing for people to eat without feeling crowded 
by the retail customers,’’ he says. 

New England Seafood Company 

The shop is decorated with lobster traps, 
buoys, retro ship photos and fishing nets from 
the boats that provide the eatery’s seafood. 
For-sale fish options also are on display in a 
glass case. “The idea was a lobster shack-slash- 
fish market,’’ Mazza said.

Some of Wellfleet’s dishes are 
made with seafood shipped 
from the East Coast, such as 
live Nasketucket Bay scallops 
($14), a rare find in these parts, 
steamed to order in an herb 
and shallot broth. Other sea- 
food comes from places such 
as Nova Scotia, which Dugan 
said is his best year-round 
source for the lobster used in 
his lobster roll ($20). 


New England Seafood Company 

Patrons can pick up wild Maine mussels ($2.75 a pound), oys- 
ters ($1.49 each) and other fishy fare to make at home; how- 
ever, New England transplants may be most excited about the 
steamers. These steamed clams (hard to find in the Midwest), 
come with the traditional fixings: a cup of broth to rinse away 
lingering sand and a cup of melted butter for dipping ($8 per 
pound, plus $1 to steam and dine in). 

ADVANTAGE 

Those live scallops are impressive, but with an entirely 
East Coast-imported inventory, the New England Seafood 
Company takes the (crab) cake.

Wellfleet is a stellar choice for some East 
Coast favorites and high-quality fish 
dishes.

Fighter Gina Carano goes 
^Haywire* in movie debut

Retired mixed martial arts fighter Gina 
Carano may be a household name to those 
in the sporting world, but the 29 -year-old 
beauty is now broadening her horizons to 
include acting. 

Carano, a pioneer in the world of female 
competitive fighting, makes her big-screen 
debut in Steven Soderbergh’s action thriller 
“Haywire” on Friday She plays a framed 
government agent who must prove her inno- 
cence and find out who betrayed her, all the 
while warding off assassins. 

Carano sat down to talk about her first 
film and making the transition from fighting 
to acting. 

You’ve never starred in a film before. What 
was that like? 

I feel like I went to Film School loi on “Hay- 
wire” because I never experienced anything 
like this. Fve never read lines with an actor 
and I got Michael Fassbender for my very 
first actor in Dublin. I was sitting there in 
awe. I was like, ‘OK, this is what’s he’s doing, 
so I just gotta keep up.’ He actually became a 
mentor to me for the majority of the movie.” 

Any takeaway moments for you during this 
first experience? 

Every single day in this movie is ingrained in 
my heart. You have certain firsts in your life 
but this whole movie was a first— my first 
time acting, my first day of filming in Dublin 
with Michael Fassbender. Steven Soderbergh 
is my first director. It was my first time in 
Barcelona, my first time in New Mexico. 

The film was designed to showcase your 
strengths as a fighter. That must have made 
your experience much less daunting. 


Any day I was physical, I was really happy 
That’s where my confidence came from— 
from the running to the fight scenes. I think 
that’s why Steven kept me active in the film, 
so I wouldn’t get into my head too much. 

What was the most challenging thing? 

Reading lines and acting, but that soon be- 
came an everyday thing. ... But I learned how 
vulnerable a person has to be, how open they 
have to be. You have to let yourself go and be 
ridiculous and let go whatever walls you have 
up. That’s not incredibly easy for me. 

What do you consider yourself now— an ac- 
tor or a fighter? 

I’m definitely between worlds. The fighting 
world is like, “Wow, she left us,” or “She was 
one of us, we respect her for that.” And the 
acting world is like, “Who is this? Who is this 
stranger?” [Laughs.] So it’s like starting over. 

Do you want to continue with acting? 

Fighting is always my first love and my pas- 
sion. With acting, I got to express myself in a 
different way ... I didn’t have to hurt anybody 
or get hurt doing it, but I could still be physi- 
cal. I would love to do that again. 

You’ve paved the way for so many young fe- 
male fighters and now you’re kicking butt on 
the big screen. Do you feel like a role model? 

If you’re inspired, God bless you and keep 
being inspired by as many people you can. ... 
Because if you can see it in me, you can see 
it in yourself But don’t build anybody up too 
high because they’ll just let you down. I’ve 
done so many things wrong in my life and 
I’ve done so many things right, but I’m real 
and you can talk to me and if I inspire you, 
I’m glad. But be you.

Drama fails, stars shine

Unlike its TV com- 

mercial, “Red Tails” 

thankfully features 

no dubstep music. (Besides, everyone knows 
World War II pilots were mostly into chill- 
wave.) 

It’s one of the few things the movie does 
right. Dramatizing the program that tenta- 
tively allowed African-American pilots to 
fight in WWII, “Red Tails” comes from the 
same true story as HBO’s better-acted 1995 
movie “The Tiskegee Airmen,” but never 
validates the do-over. If you’re going to return 
to a well, you need to bring your own bucket. 

Instead, the George Lucas-produced “Red 
Tails” brings embarrassingly spoon-fed dia- 
logue like “My God, those pilots are African!” 
and “Now that’s how it’s done,” the latter 
line making some American pilots sound like 
high-altitude play-by-play announcers. The 
awful script warrants mention of a few more 
groaners: 

» “Let’s give those newspapers something 
to write about!” 

» “I hope we meet up with those red tails 
next time.” 

» “Germans! Let’s get ’em!” 

That’s just during the heavily CGI’d, fake- 
looking aerial missions. On the ground the 
squad leader known as Easy (Nate Parker) 
battles a generic reliance on the bottle and 
his rebellious best friend Lightning (David 
Oyelowo) romances an Italian woman (Dan- 
iela Ruah) who doesn’t speak English. Clearly, 


the blossoming of their relationship serves as 
an inspiration that love requires nothing as 
superficial as “words” or “basic comprehen- 
sion of who you’re dating.” 

Pilots turning one Nazi into their rival 
because he’s a “pretty boy” reeks almost as 
badly as the hammy performance from Cuba 
Gooding Jr., a pilot in “Tiskegee Airmen” and 
a major in “Red Tails” who proves yet again 
that an Oscar winner can be permanently out 
of practice. 

Of course, “Red Tails” stiU tells an impor- 
tant story as the military’s reluctance toward 
the Tiskegee “experiment” diminishes when 
bigots see that black pilots can fly just as well 
as whites, if not better. But this feels like the 
soft-peddled, junior high-approved version, 
with little information about the program 
and pacing that says, “You won’t be as bored 
when watching it only 40 minutes at a time 
in class.” Disagreed.

In this adaptation of the 
Shakespeare tragedy, Caius 
Martius (Ralph Fiennes, who also 
directed) quickly learns that a 
leader so uninterested in appeal- 
ing to the masses has little chance 
of remaining in power. (Thoughts 
on that. Occupy movement?) 

Fiennes lets the pacing sag in 
the second half while also losing 
track of Martius’ enemy Aufidius 
(Gerard Butler), but that he gets 
a solid performance out of Butler 
lessens the wound. 

The language of “Coriolanus” is 
often electric, as it should be in a 
story about a stubborn hero with 
fierce disdain for empty words.

So no one’s more shocked than 
I am at my reaction to writer-di- 
rector Wim Wenders’ stunningly 
gorgeous documentary about 
German choreographer Pina 
Bausch. Rather than providing 
any biographical information that 
would fill out a biopic or a Google 
search, Wenders uses spectacular 
3-D to bring viewers into the meat 
of a choreographer’s work: the 
dances. 

Other than bits of archival 
footage, we see Bausch’s work 
performed both on stage and 
in unusual locations such as the 
outside of a factory, the side of a 
street and the edge of a pool. Even 
for someone who would rather 
count sheep than attend a ballet, 
these scenes are nothing short of 
astonishing, beautifully presenting 
dance’s ability to depict words. 

Bausch’s colleagues’ testimony 
to her greatness grows redun- 
dant-and who knows if “Don’t for- 
get, you have to scare me!” really 
qualifies as a brilliant motivational 
statement-but the film comments 
on love, travel, work and gender 
with a combination of movement, 
music and scenery that begs to 
be seen in the biggest theater 
possible.

When people jumped from the burning 
towers of the World Trade Center, no pretty 
piano music accompanied their fall. 

^s, “Extremely Loud and Incredibly 
Close,” the most insulting 9/11-related movie 
since Oliver Stone’s “World Trade Center,” 
begins with a man falling slowly, gracefully, 
as Alexandre Desplat’s score twinkles. What 
the man is falling from is not visible. With 
this, director Stephen Daldry who last ex- 
ploited the Holocaust as the painful context 
for an unrelated story in “The Reader,” 
begins his attempt to pull something disturb- 
ingly close to poetic beauty out of horror. 

The rest of the movie, scripted by Eric 
Roth (“The Curious Case of Benjamin But- 
ton”) from Jonathan Safran Eoer’s excruciat- 
ingly quirky novel, likewise fails to confront 
real-life tragedy through unvarnished truth. 
That is, as opposed to the emotionally ma- 
nipulative goo that drips from the mouths of 
people trying to win awards. 

As 9 -year-old Oskar Schell (Thomas Horn) 
searches for a lock to match a key left behind 
by his dad (Tom Hanks), killed a year earlier 
on 9/11, Oskar sees that other people in the 
world suffer. However, that’s not much of a 
lesson for a grieving boy who makes no firm 
connections with the many people with the 
last name “Black” whom he meets while 
searching for the lock. (Oskar finds the key in 
an envelope labeled “Black,” which explains 


why he looks these people up.) 

Movies should absolutely try to help us 
process and understand our personal and 
collective traumas, and perhaps there is 
potential to explore how incomprehensible 
violence looks through the eyes of some- 
one young enough to still be fascinated by 
many of the world’s unknowns. Regardless, 
where Eoer at least emphasized Oskar’s vivid 
imagination as his way to distract himself 
from feelings, Daldry and Roth include 
only a brief instance of this, in meaningless 
voiceover. 

Anyone who’s read the book will notice 
the absence of letters written by Oskar’s 
grandparents. This omission means anyone 
who hasn’t read the novel will be baffled by a 
totally under-examined relationship between 
Oskar and his grandparents. 

“Extremely Loud” pastes new, phony 
scenes on its ending and incorporates its 
title in a manner Eoer had the good sense to 
avoid. The film creates a journey that could 
have no logically satisfying conclusion and 
then provides both unsatisfying resolution 
and stapled-on lessons that come out of 
nowhere. 

As Oskar’s mom, Sandra Bullock creates 
only melodrama, and Jeffrey Wright can’t 
be blamed for his role in a scene featuring a 
major confession from Oskar that makes no 
sense. 

This would all be inept storytelling as an 
ordinary drama. As a confrontation of post- 
9/11 fear and loss, it’s downright inexcusable. 
Even the poster makes no sense. Attempting 
to show a child in shock, it looks more like a 
kid covering his face to impersonate Stefon 
holding back a laugh on “Saturday Night 
Live.” The joke’s on us.
